Notwithstanding,  there  are  several  su?  j  ets  eseniug 
your  attention,  and  incumbent  on  me  to  present  for  yo»ir 
consideration. 

I  he  statute  laws  of  th**  stile,  have  become  so  obc^u»  e, 
from  the  multiplied  amendatory  an  l  supple, ne  »t:ii  acU, 
t  iat  to  ascertain  th  *  duties  of  the, citizens,  s  weii  •»>  of 
public  functionaries^  is  rendered  ill  lieu  1 1 ;  an  1  particular¬ 
ly so  (o  the  former.  It  is  b  l»eved  after  performing  he 
duties,  which  the  co  union  avocations  of  life  le.m  »od.  it 
little  time  will  be  allowed  for  the  greater  portion  o>  the  ri 
tizens  to  inform  themselves  of  the  mimln'es  of  our  -tit  to- 
ry  laws,  involved  in  all  their  present  u  icertui  tv.  It  s 
submitted  to  the, legislature  to  determine,  whether,  as  a 
xaoJe  the  least  expensive,  the  selection  ofsu  tahl  *  edi  r  io¬ 
ters,  to  whom  the  revision  of  the  laws  *hdl  he  ro ifided, 
be  the  most  eligible  ;  subject  nevertheless  io  your  rejection, 
in  .whole  or  in  part,  at  the  next  meeting  >f  the  general  as¬ 
sembly.  The  revision  of  our  penal  code,  demand*  t lie 
attention  of  the  present  session.  To  ensure  the  pu  iisli- 
ment of  crime,  the  penal  la  vs  should  be  tempered  with  a 
degree  of  mildness,  becoming  the  nature  of  our  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  feelings  of  its  citizens. 

The  revision  of  the  Vliliiia  law,  will  cl  dm  your  early 
attention,  without  which,  the  Orginiz  uion  of  the  militia 
cannot  be  completed  ;  and  connected  with  this  subject, 
an  additional  salary  to  the  adjutant  general,  is  recouuucn- 
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tied,  whose  services  ar.d  responsibility  render  it  advisable* 
The  imperfect  assessment  of  the  taxes  for  the  present  year, 
produced  perhaps,  in  consequence  of  the  late  period  at 
which  the  laws  of  the  last  session  were  promulgated,  may 
render  it  necessary  to  resort  to  a  moderate  loan  ;  on  con¬ 
dition,  that  it  may  he  required  to  meet  the  demands,  here¬ 
after  to  he  created,  on  the  Treasury. 

A  further  examination  into  the  accounts  of  the  late 
territory,  is  recommended,  as  it  has  been  found,  that,  the 
demands  on  the  state,  under  the  character  of  territorial 
warrants,  which  have  been  liquidated,  far  exceed,  in  their 
amount,  the  calculation  hy  a  committee  of  the  bouse  of  re¬ 
presentatives.  at  their  last  session. 

Although  it  is  desirable  to  have  the  demands  with  exist’ 
against  the  state,  under  the  character  of  territorial  war¬ 
rants,  liquidated  as  soon  as  possible  ;  it  is  left  to  your  de¬ 
liberation  to  determine,  whether,  it  will  he  more  expedi¬ 
ent  to  allow  a  further  time  for  the  adjustment  of  those 
demands,  that  are  yet  outstanding ;  rather  than  to  legis¬ 
late  specially  on  those  claims,  whensoever  they  may  ho 
presented  f«»r  your  consideration. 

The  right  of  trial  by  jury  forms  one  of  t'  e  fundamental 
principles  of  our  government,  and  an  impartial  and  unbias¬ 
sed  mode  of  summoning  and  empanneling  juries,  so  far  as 
it  is  possible  to  be  attained,  will  tend  to  secure  impartiali¬ 
ty  and  a  proper  confidence  in  the  administration  of  justice 
throughout  tne  sta  e.  A  radical  change  therefore,  iu  this 
part  of  our  jurisprudence,  connected  with  an  extension  oi' 
the  jurisdiction  of  magistrates  in  criminal  cases,  is  recom¬ 
mended.  It  is  believed,  by  authorising  magistrates  in 
criminal  cases,  to  cause  juries  to  be  empanneled  and  the 
offenders  in  petit  misdemeanors  to  be  brought  to  speedy 
trial,  the  punishment  of  such  crimes  will  be  rendered  more 
certain, — attended  with  less  expense  and  expedite  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  justice  in  the  circuit  courts. 

Hesoiutions  have  been  transmitted  to  me  from  the  gov¬ 
ernors  of  the  states  of  New- Jersey  and  Coonecticiri,  in  be¬ 
half  of  the  legislatures  of  those  states,  proposing  an  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  Slates,  relative  to 
the  mode  of  electing  representatives  to  congress,  and  elec¬ 
tors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States; 
ami  from  the  governor  of  Kentucky,  resolutions  proposing 
likewise,  aa  amendment  to  t..e  federal  constitution,  in  re- 
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iation  to  varying  tlie  compensation  of  the  members  of  the 
congress  of  the  United  States.  I  have  recehed,  also,  a 
communication  from  his  excellency  governor  Clinton, 
President  of  the  hoard  of  canal  commissioners,  accompani¬ 
ed  by  documents  relative  to  the  contemplated  navigable 
communication  between  the  great  western  and  north  wes¬ 
tern  lakes  and  the  Atlantic  ocean.— A  resolution  from  the 
governor  of  Pennsylvania,  appointing  a  commissioner  on 
the  part  of  that  state,  to  meet  such  commissioners  as  may 
have  been,  or  shall  be  appointed  on  behalf  of  the  states  of 
Ohio,  Virginia,  Kentucky  and  Indiana,  or  either  of  them, 
to  examine  the  obstructions  in  the  Ohio  river,  and  esti¬ 
mate  the  probable  expence  that  would  attend  their  remo- 
val  /  each  of  which  will  be  submitted  for  your  consul  era. 
tion.  The  removal  of  the  obstructions  in  the  navigation 
of  the  Ohio  river  at  the  fall*,  by  opening  a  canal,  has  be¬ 
come  an  object  of  great  importance  ;  particularly  to  this 
state,  as  the  most  certain  means  of  securing  an  uninterrup¬ 
ted  transportation  of  the  vast  and  increasing  commerce 
embarked  on  Its  waters.  The  act  of  the  last  session,  in¬ 
corporating  a  canal  company  f  »r  the  accomplishment  of 
this  great  object,  has  been  found  insufficient,  and  not  so 
liberal  in  its  provisions,  as  to  ensure  the  attention  of  capi¬ 
talists  ;  even  of  those  who  are  directly  interested  in  its  ex¬ 
ecution  :  and  it  will  be  with  yon  to  determine,  whether,  it 
shall  undergo  the  necessary  alterations,  or  whether  this 
first  effort  of  the  state,  for  internal  improvement,  shall  fail 
lor  want  of  public  patronage. 

The  commencement  of  a  State  Library  forms  a  subject 
of  too  much  interest  not  to  meet  your  attention.  I  recom¬ 
mend  to  your  consideration,  the  propriety  of  requirin'-  by 
law,  a  per  centum  on  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  town 
lots,  to  be  paid  for  the  support  of  schools  and  establish¬ 
ment  of  libraries  therein  ;  as  well  as  a  like  per  centum  on 
the  sales  of  any  additional  lots,  which  may  be  added  to  a- 
ny  town  plat,  whether  aconntyseat  or  otherwise.  The 
establishment  of  a  system  ef  common  schools,  throughout 
the  inhabited  portion  of  our  state,  will  meet  that  consider¬ 
ation  which  us  importance  dictates.  The  operation  of 
such  a  system,  so  arranged  as  to  afford  the  means  to  every 
description  of  our  citizens,  to  educate  their  children,  wiil 
secure  the  morals  of  the  rising  generation ;  the  better  pre. 
pare  them  for  the  discharge  of  their  several  and  respeo 
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live  duties  ;  and  to  estimate  the  value  of  our  free  instil 
tions— the  surest  guarantees  of  that  love  of  country  a„  e8* 
sential  to  the  permanence  of  our  form  of  government.

In  compliance  with  a  requisition  of  the  general  assem¬ 
bly.  made  by  law,  at  their  last  session— -the  secretary  of 
of  state  begs  leave  to  submit  the  lolloping  report ;..sanc» 
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tioned  by  the  approbation  of  his  associates,  the  Auditor 
and  Treasurer  of  stale. 

They  have  contracted  with  A.  and  J.  Brandon,  for  the 
execution  of  the  public  printing,  on  the  following  condi¬ 
tions  : — The  bills,  laws  and  journals,  at  fifty  cents  the 
thousand  m’s  ;  and  fifty  cents  per  token,  (or  one  side  of 
ten  quires,  press  work  ;)  the  pappr  being  a  separate  charge, 
at  cost  and  carriage  ;  adding  fif'y  per  cent  for  figured  work  5 
to  be  done  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  on  a  good  type,  at 
the  rate  of  thirty-two  pages  per  week,  after  the  copy  is 
furnished;— at  which  rate,  if  the  journals  are  furnished 
daily,  they  will  he  printed  as  fast  as  they  progress  ;  so  that 
each  member  may  carry  home  with  him,  his  copy  of  the 
journals,  except  a  few  of  the  last  sheets.  And  11  volume 
of  laws  of  no  more  than  300  pages  will  be  completed  in 
six  weeks  after  the  rising  of  the  Legislature,  or  after  the 
copy  is  in  the  possession  of  the  printer. 

Your  committee  have  contracted  with  Allen  I).  Thom 
for  stationary,  (viz.)  paper,  ink-powder,  quills,' &  wafers, 
at  the  same  prices  they  can  be  obtained  for  at  the  I  ouis- 
ville book  and  stationary  stores;  and  with  Jacob  Zenor 
for  fuel  for  the  legislature  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  per  day. 

Tor  the  faithful  performance  of  which  contracts,  your 
committee  have  been  mindful  of  the  injunctions  laid  on 
them  by  “an  act  providing  for  public  printing,  and  for  other 
purpose.s,”  and  have  no  hesitation  ill  pronouncing  it  as 
their  opinion,  that  they  will  be  performed  with  prompti¬ 
tude  and  fidelity  to  the  state.

1817-  to  serve  seven  years,  if  so  long  they  should  behave 
well  without  the  shadow  of  a  proof  or  e.w»  a  charge  a- 
gainst  either  of  them  of  having  committed  one  error  in 
their  official  capacity  since  they  have  been  in  office. 

2*1.  Because  neither  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  state 
have  vested  the  general  assembly,  with  authority  to  re¬ 
move  any  person  from  office,  except  by  impeachment. 

3d.  Because,  the  resolution,  after  declaring  their  elec¬ 
tion  and  commissions  void,  contrary  to  the  express  provis¬ 
ions  of  the  constitution,  authorizes  the  same  persons  to  act 
as  judges,  clerk  and  recorder  until  others  are  commission¬ 
ed. 

4th.  Because,  the  resolution  provides  that  the  persons 
to  he  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  occasioned  by  declaring 
the  commissions  of  the  officers  aforesaid  void,  shall  servo 
seven  y  ears,  when  the  constitution  expressly  declares  that 
persons  elected  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  offices  aforesaid, 
shall  serve  no  longer  than  their  predecessors  would  have 
served  had  they  continued  in  office. 

5th.  Because,  the  only  plea  for  passing  the  resolution 
was,  that  the  polls  of  election  from  one  township  was  not 
returned,  when  at  the  same  time,  it  was  in  evidence  before 
the  senate,  that  a  part  of  the  officers  to  be  turned  out  of 
office  by  it,  had  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  give*!  in  the 

whole  county.  ,  ■  “ 

6th.  Because,  only  one  of  the  persons  intended  to  be 
turned  out  of  office  by  said  resolution,  was  ever  notified 
that  such  an  attempt  would  ever  be  made.  _ 

7th.  Because,  only  one  person  intended  to  be  turned  out 
of  office,  is  charged  wilh  any  improper  conduct  in  the 
management  of  the  election  ;  so  that  several  persons  are 
intended  to  be  turned  out  of  office,  who  vver  ■  legally  elec, 
'ted  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  of  the  county,  and 
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ly  commissioned  by  the  governor,  without  a  charge  ev4' 
exhibited  against  them.
